There was tall, lanky, silent Col. 
Charlies A. Lindbergh, America’s fore- 
most flyer. 

Mr. Wright did not appear until 
toward the end of the plenary session. 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce Wil- 
liam P. MacCracken Jr., who was 
presiding, announced that the father 
of aviation was delayed in arrival. 

“Mr. Wright is not traveling by 
airplane, but by train,’”’ said Mr. Mac- 
Cracken, “and his train is four hours 
Jate. Further comment would appear 
to be superfluous.” 


A Laugh for the Airmen. 


At which pleasantry at the expense 
of rail travel the fiying people 
laughed, but the laughter had scarce- 
ly died away before Mr. Wright ‘en- 
tered the auditorium.

And then there is. another basic re- 
quirement for proper comparison. Dr. 
Dublin thinks the athletes should be 


compared with the nonathletes in their 


own classes. That he has not been able 
to do. Really they should be com- 
pared with men of about their own 
build as well. 4 

Dr. Dublin says: “Those who arrive 
at a ripe old age are often small and 
underdeveloped. Men of 
large frame, and especially those in- 
clined to serious overweight, have high 
mortality. rates, and insurance com- 
panies are very cautious in insuring 


them at standard rates.” 


“Women live much longer than men.” 


It is easy enough to limit the comparison 


to men and to eliminate women. But, 


since the subject has been introduced, 
why do women live longer than men? No 
one has an answer for that question. 


And while we are at it, why is it that 
small, physically underdeveloped people 
are apt to reach old age? On the 
other hand, why is it that men with 
large frames and who tend to obesity 


_are apt to die young? We have part 


of the answer, but not all of it. Obesity 
makes for diabetes and possibly also for 
heart disease, and Bright’s disease. We 
know that there is some relationship be- 
tween obesity and high blood pressure. 

Men who study bodily builds say that 
the large abdomen, broad body type is 


not as good a constitution, all points 


considered, as the narrower type. They 
are somewhat more apt to. indulge in 
overeating and bad habits of that order. 
At best, this is only a partial answer. 

Coming back to the main questions, 
to fully satisfy the. statistician, these 
athletes should be compared with other 
big, brawny men who have not engaged 
in athletics.

street. Bossi and the others were 
questioned at the Kensington station , 
“end said Basile left the house after 
8 pe m. Tuesday, saying he had an 
eppeintment and would return in an 
hour, Basile had earlier telephoned 
his Wife, the witnesses said.

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Heywood.

George W. Orton, director of the 
Pennsylvania relay games for many 
years and whb in his time was looked 
upon as one of the greatest half milers 
who ever pulled on a spiked shoe, is 
author of an idea which Chicago ath- 
letic leaders believe is worth while. 
Orton, who now is director of the 
municipal stadium at Philadelphia, has 
written a circular letter to chairmen 
of the various conference committees, 
urging them to stage a six mile run 
in connection with their track cham- 
pionships. Orton makes his sugges- 
tion because of the dearth of Ameri- 
ean runners for Olympic middle dis- 
tance competition. 
According to Orton, whd has fol- 


lowed track and field athletics since’.

Myth, West 
Retains Lure 


BY LEON STOLZ. 

- For historical reasons, easily traced, 
there is a general delusion in this 
country to the effect that the west is 
the land of promise, the land of the 


|future. The word “west” has there 


fore come to have pleasant connota- 
tions. The adjective that goes with 
it is “ golden,” because of corn and 
later California gold. For reasons 
which have nothing to do with pres 
ent facts, there is a widespread be- 
lief that the great natura] resources 
of the country and hence the sphere 
of its greatest future growth, lie be 
yond the great central valley. 

The explanation, of course, is to 
be found in the fact that ideas are 
conveyed and remembered by means 
of words. When the migration over 
the Appalachians was in full force, 
the west was a land of promise, and 
the promise was speedily realized. 
The meaning which the word then 
had has clung to it to this day, de- 
spite the fact that most of the pres- 
ent west, because it is desert and 
mountains, never can expect to sup- 
port more than a thin population. 


Slogans Grow in California. 


The tendency to transfer the idea 
of plenty to the unsettled west was 
encouraged by the discovery of gold 
and climate in California. “ West” 
has such a pleasant sound in our ears 
that we still speak of our own region 
as “ the middle west,”’ thereby seeking 
to retain for ourselves something of 
the glamor. The phrase is a source 
of great confusion to the foreigner 
who, looking at his map, can find 
nothing western about’ our position. 
We can only retort that neither is 
Ile de France an island. 

It is not even true that we look 
to the west for our reserves of the 
principal natural resources, agricul- 
tural lands, coal and iron ore, oil 
fields and timber lands. Divide the 
United States in half and by far the 
greater part of these resources will 
be found in the eastern half. 


Eastern Half Bread Basket. 


The eastern half of the United 
States, year after year, produces be- 


‘tween four-fifths and nine-tenths of 


the crop wealth of the nation, meas- 
ured in dollars. The facts regarding 
coal and iron are probably well 
enough known to require no additiona! 
comment. Timber is more equally dis- 
tributed. Three-fourths of the forest 
land is in the eastern half of the 
country, but, according to a recent 
summary by R. Y. Stuart, chief. for- 
ester of the department of agriculture, 
only two-fifths of the standing saw 
timber remains in the east. 

In the tace of this fact, and the 
further fact that six-sevenths of the 
population lives in the eastern half of 
the country, it is, to say the least, 
astonishing, that so much of the ef- 
fort to reforest timber lands is con- 
centrated in the west. The eastern 
half of the country is now drawing 
on the virgin stands of the west for 
more than 20 per cent of its annual 
consumption of lumber.

Last year the institute, from the 
money from Christmas sea] receipts, 
provided chest clinics for 4,447, held 
10,637 examinations at infant welfare 
stations, held 476 examinations at pre- 
school clinics, gave 2,778 dental treat- 
ments, 66,868 home visits by nurses, 
and carried on health education by 
means of pamphlets, films, posters, 
speakers, exhibits, nurses’ lectures.
